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DRY  BEAN  PRODUCTION  IN  1966  DOWN  IN  SPECIFIED  COUNTRIES 


The  1966  bean  output  in  33  reporting  countries^  including  ths  United 
States,  is  currently  estimated  at  112. U million  cwt.,  down  7 percent 
from  the  120.7  million  cwt.  reported  for  these  same  countries  last 
year . 

Estimates  are  not  yet  available  for  Communist  areas  and  a number  of 
African  countries.  Probably  20  to  30  million  cvt.  remain  unreported. 

The  total  production  reported  for  the  33  countries  revealed  some  sub- 
stantial changes  in  several  of  the  larger  producing  areas.  These  changes 
have  had,  and  may  continue  to  have  significant  impact  on  international 
bean  trade  in  ]S 66-67.  The  three  current  largest  dry  bean  producers  are 
Brazil,  Mexico,  and  the  United  States. 

Brazil,  the  world's  largest  bean  producer,  has  an  estimated  production 
of  3U  million  cwt.  in  I966,  down  32  percent  or  I6  million  cwt.  from  last 
year.  Brazil  began  in  July  to  import  beans  from  Mexico.  This  trade  had 
reached  1.3  million  cwt.  at  the  end  of  November,  probably  the  largest  bean 
imports  in  Brazilian  history. 

Mexico,  currently  the  second  largest  producer,  produced  5 percent  more 
beans  in  1966  than  in  1965  am'  37  percent  more  than  the  196C-6U  average. 
Until  recently  Mexico  was  a net  .mporter  of  beans,  principally  from  the 
United  States.  However,  Mexico  during  the  past  two  years  has  emerged  as 
a significant  bean  exporter.  During  the  last  two  seasons  Mexican  black 
beans  have  gone  to  Venezuela  ir  competition  with  United  States  beans. 


The  United  States  was  the  world's  third  largest  producer  in  1966  with 
20.3  million  cwt.,  up  cwt.,  or  23  percent  from  the  previous 
year;  with  an  exportable  supply  of  pc ssibly  3.5  million  cwt.  U.S.  beans 
have  been  moving  into  export  at  near  record  volume  fallowing  the  1966 
harvest.  Shipping  facilities  for  beans  in  the  Great  Lakes  were  boc-ked  to 
capacity  until  the  winter  closing  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway.  Export  move- 
ment of  white  beans  has  also  been  good  from  Western  States.
